John Waddell, foreman of 
the 
Collin 
County 
Grand 
Jury, said 
Friday 
he 
is 
hopeful that county officials 
will carry out the recom­ 
mendations of a survey audit 
prepared by Peat, Marwick, 
Mitchell and Company. 
“ I sincerely hope, for the 
benefit of all county citizens, 
that the officials will carry 
out the recommendations,” 
he said. “ It appears that 
they will cooperate. County 
Auditor Bill Eubanks has 
already promised to convert 
county finances to a system 
of modified accural, and lie 
has also agreed to comply 
with 
the 
report’s recom ­ 
mendations on purchasing 
procedures.” 
After the firm pointed out 
problem 
areas to 
county 
personnel, 
Waddell 
c o n ­ 
tinued, many of the report’s 
recom m endations 
w ere 
implemented while the audit 
study was still underway. 
Waddell believes that the 
results of the survey prove 
that the day-to-day business 
management of the county 
stands 
in 
need of 
much 
improvement, as indicated 
by the grand jury in its 
request for an audit on Feb 
20. At that time the grand 
jury asked that the audit not 
only verify county finance 
figures, but also examine 
“ audit procedures th e m ­ 
selves and include recom­ 
m endations for e s ta b lish ­ 
ment of procedures and-or 
improvements of accounting 
m ethods 
and 
record 
keeping.” 
The survey found that “the 
co u n ty ’s 
m ethod 
of 
a c ­ 
counting and the financial 
and operational 
reporting 
systems indicates they are in 
need of change and im ­ 
provement.” 
To improve the reporting 
systems of the county, the 
study recommends that the 
county develop a numbering 
system for the chart of ac­ 
counts that would include at 
a minimum the ability to 
code data by fund, office- 
department and object ot 
expenditure.” 
The ch a rt of accounts 
should also be formalized 
with definitions indicating 
what is to be charged to each 
account, and a data ac­ 
cum ulation subsystem is 
needed to capture and report 
performance data such as 
number of persons served, 
volum es of tran sactio n s, 
costs of maintaining roads, 
cost of servicing vehicles, 
etc. 
Waddell said he fully 
concurs in the grand jury’s 
statement to 199th District 
Judge Tom Ryan that “no 
further inquiry” need 
be 
made if immediate steps are 
taken to im plem ent the 
audit’s 
recommendations. 
Waddell believes that “ in 
essence we have a full audit 
in the survey.” He pointed 
out that the accounting firm 
can tell nothing else until 


proper 
procedures 
are 
implemented. 
The survey recommends 
that the county auditor in­ 
clude in an internal audit the 
following: a review of bank 
reconciliation of all county 
offices on a surprise basis at 
least twice a year; surprise 
p a y ro ll 
o b s e r v a tio n s ; 
m odifications of internal 
audit procedures on Justices 
of the P eace; and revision of 


audit procedures of the Tax 
Office. 
The county commissioners 
were also advised by the 
survey to formalize bidding 
procedures and to develop a 
purchasing procedure. Also

“ What 
is 
Multiple Sclerosis?” 
This is an attempt to ex­ 
plain what has been found 
out about this disease so far. 
Multiple 
Sclerosis 
is 
a 
nureological disease — a 
d i s a b l i n g , 
u s u a l l y 
progressive disorder of the 
central nervous system, the 
brain and the spinal cord. 
The cause is unknown and 
there is no known cure. 
The major treatment is 
rest 
— 
lots 
of 
it, 
and 
medications of all kinds. It is 
not a mental disease nor is it 
contagious. 
It 
is 
not 
hereditary, nor is it usually a 
killer. 
Research 
is 
isolating 
many intriguing 
statistics 
regarding M .S., but the 
strangest fact of all is that 
victims of the disease are 
usually young adults bet­ 
ween the ages of 20-40. 
Here, in a nutshell, is now 
M S. works against the brain 
and the spinal cord control 
and effects such important 
body functions as walking, 
talking, seeing, hearing, 
eating, tying shoe laces and 
opening doors. 
These 
functions 
are 
controlled by impulses from 
the brain and spinal cord, 
and the impulses travel 


along nerves to the brain and 
the spinal cord, then to other 
parts of the body. The nerves 
are coated by a material 
called myelin. 


When the disease strikes, 
patches of myelin 
disen- 
tegrate and are replaced by 
scar tissue. This causes 
interference or short cir 
outing, hence the danger 
signals (or symptoms) of 
Multiple Sclerosis.

CBS’s four-part mini series 
on the life of Ben Franklin, 
and ABC dramatic specials 
on the life of author Ernest 
Hemingway. 
“There was more good 
dram a on all three networks 


last year than during the 
Golden Age of the 1950s,” 
said Oscar Katz, CBS vice 
president for programming 
in New York. 
“People who look at the 
1950s rem em ber only the 
best shows, maybe three or 
four a year,” he said in an 
interview. ‘But they forget 
there were a lot of mysteries 
and whodunits and circus 
shows. Last year alone there 
were at least seven or eight 
good shows on the air.” 


K atz’ sentim ents were 
echoed by Edwin Vane, ABC 
vice president and program 
d irecto r; 
and 
W illiam 
Storke, NBC vice president, 
special program s, during 
interviews on the highly 
competitive and changing 
world of dram atic specials. 
All three executives are in 
charge of special programs 


— parades, salutes, awards, 
m usic, 
e tc .—but 
they 
stressed they em phasize 
dram atic shows first, and 
the others second. 
Dram atic specials, they 
said, are a m atter of network 
pride 
and 
balance 
for 
regular programming. 
“For many years,” Katz 
said, “ NBC dominated this 
field. When Pat Weaver was 
president of NBC during the 
1950s he introduced the 
television special, which he 
called the spectacular. And 
ever since that time NBC has 
been the specials network.” 
Pursued Rival 
Despite NEC’s dominance, 
CBS and ABC have pursued 
their rival vigorously. 
“ CBS became very self­ 
co n scious,” 
said 
NBC s 
Storke, “and will do terribly 
well in this year’s Emmys, 
especially 
for the 
‘The 


Autobiography of Miss Jane 
Pittm an.’ 
“But NBC will give them a 
hell of a run next year,” he 
said. 
ABC, which for a long time 
was considered the third 
network, has increased the 
quality and quantity of its 
dram a during the last few 
years. 
But, 
according to 
Vane, his network has had to 
so rt 
out 
m any 
of 
its 
program m ing 
problem s 
first. 


“For many years we had 
to straighten out our prime 
time shows, and our morning 
and afternoon program s,” 
he said. “We had to be 
com m ercially 
successful 
first and prime time specials 
have had to take a back seat 
to the others. Now we are 
competitive and we’re in the 
race.”
